MOSCOW, Nov. 14.—The 
Soviet 
government’s change 
of 
economic 
policy in the spring of 1921 has been 
justified in every way Premier Len- 
ine declared in an address before the 
congress of the third Internationale. 
At the time the change was made 
he frankly admitted the Soviet was 
losing touch with the majority of the 
workers and virtually the entire peas 
antry was opposing the rapid trans­ 
formation into 
communism. 
The 
leaders had to admit they had gone 
too far and too last. 
There wTas no possibility now of 
peasant uprising. 
“The 
peasants 
and the working men, too, in the in­ 
dustrial centers are tvell satisfied,” 
he said. Grain tax has been collect­ 
ed this season, 
without trouble or 
the use of force. 
/ 
The premier asserted there was ab­ 
solutely no danger for soviet Russia 
j in the new' economic policy because 
j the government retains large indus­ 
tries in the state commerce. 
By the introduction of mixed com­ 
panies in which foreign capital par­ 
ticipated soviet Russia would be able 
to learn commercial tricks from the 
foreigners w*hile retaining full con­ 
trol and being in a position to bring 
these relations to an end whenever 
it might be found that 
any of the 
companies w’as endangering the com­ 
munistic cause. 
The big industries were in most 
difficult circumstances and 100,000,- 
000 gold rubles w'ould be needed to 
establish them. 
“Not a ruble has yet come from the 
outside in the way of a loan,” Lenine 
added. “Therefore, the task before 
us necessitates economy in the bud­ 
get and everywhere possible, even in 
the school expenses. The great need 
is to save. 
Our 
state 
apparatus 
must be curtailed everywrhere. 
Not 
one of the foreign concessions which 
you have all heard 
about has yet 
brought us a single penny. 
“We must concentrate our efforts 
j to put industry on a working basis 
and for this purpose, 20,000,000 gold 
rubles have been set aside as a re­ 
serve fund. We can never become a 
civilized nation unless our industries 
are permanently established.” 
Lenine claimed for the new' eco­ 
nomic policy that the ruble had been 
stabilized in the last five months al­ 
though a quadrillion of paper rubles 
had been issued. The soviets had be­ 
come financial geniuses, 
he 
said. 
“We have already done away with 
four ciphers and hoped in the near 
future to chop off a lot more from 
the quadrillions.” 
“The great task before the Rus­ 
sian,” he added, “is to learn. 
We 
must learn to read, to write, to or­ 
ganize.” 
Regarding the ideal of a W’orld 
revolution, he cautioned against rash 
ness and urged that international 
events be w'atched 
more carefully 
ever keeping in mind the five years’ 
experience of the Russian revolution.
